Pilot Killed 
In Flying 
Exhibition 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An 
Air Force Thunderbird-jet pilot 
was killed Sunday during a pre­ 
cision 
flying 
exhibition 
at 
Transpo 72 after parachuting 
from his plane just before it 
crashed and exploded in a huge 
fireball. 
Officials identified the pilot 
as Maj. Joe Howard, 32, of 
Ahoskie, N.C., a decorated vet­ 
eran of 322 combat missions in 
Southeast 
Asia 
including 
69 
over North Vietnam. 
The accident occurred on the 
last day of the huge trans­ 
portation exhibition at Dulles 
International Airport in the Vir­ 
ginia countryside outside Wash­ 
ington. it was the third fatal 
accident to mar the exhibit. 
Sunday’s 
accident occurred 
before tens of thousands 
of 
spectators 
watching the 
five 
Thuoderbird jefe perform:. 
The plane, a Phantom 2F4E, 
appeared to stop in midair, and 
then with a wallowing motion, 
rolled to the left. The parachute 
did not appear to blossom im­ 
mediately, 
but 
eventually 
it 
opened to the point that mili­ 
tary observers said “he had a 
good chute.” 
The aircraft drifted, then fell 
and exploded in a huge fireball 
from which a column of smoke 
arose. 
Helicopters searched for sev­ 
eral minutes before locating the 
pilot, and then rushed him to 
an 
emergency 
hospital 
in­ 
stallation at the airport where 
he was pronounced dead. 
Maj. John Gulick, Air Force 
information 
officer, 
said 
the 
cause of the crash is unknown 
and a board of officers will in­ 
vestigate. 
Gulick said the five planes 
participating in the show were 
executing 
an 
exit 
maneuver 
with about eight minutes of the 
planned 
performance 
remain­ 
ing when Howard’s, plane devel­ 
oped trouble at an altitude of 
500 to 700 feet. 
On Saturday, the pilot of a 
small racing plane was killed 
after his craft and another col­ 
lided during an air race. And 
last Monday, a man fell to his 
death after losing control of his 
kite which was being launched 
by an automobile. 
The Air Force Thunderbirds 
were activated by the Tactical 
Air Command in 1953 to pro­ 
mote better understanding of 
air power.

McGovern said it is clear 
that the prisoners are not going 
to be released while the United 
States continues current war 
policy and support of Saigon. 
“It’s clear now that we’re not 
going to get our prisoners re­ 
leased if we stay on our present 
military course...” 
McGovern 
said. “We have to go on the 
faith that we have after every 
previous 
war that once 
the 
fighting has stopped the prison­ 
ers will be: released.” 
He said that if 'the United 
States pulls out and the Com­ 
munists do not release the pris­ 
oners “we then can take our 
case to the international com­ 
munity with more force” than 
is possible while U.S. forces re­ 
main.

SAIGON (AP) — American 
warplanes left a. major fuel dis­ 
tribution station on

Air Force F4 Phantoms using 
electronically guided 'bombs at­ 
tacked the 100-mile northeast 
railroad line midway between 
Hanoi and China, a source of 
supply for North Vietnam. 
The raids against, the Hai­ 
phong petroleum pumping sta­ 
tion and the northeast railroad 
were among more than 250 tac­ 
tical air strikes carried out by 
Air Force, Navy and Marine 
jets across North 'Vietnam. The 
U.S. Command in Saigon said 
16 bridges, 59 surface craft and 
38 supply buildings were de­ 
stroyed or damaged. 
The aim. of the U.S. bombing 
campaign ordered by President 
Nixon is to destroy installations 
in North Vietnam supporting 
the enemy offensive in South 
Vietnam, and to' wreck the sup­ 
ply and transportation network 
over which war materials flow 
southward to sustain the offen­ 
sive. 
Overcast skies 
cut heavily 
into 
U.S. 
air strikes 
across 
South Vietnam, cutting them to 
fewer than 200 from a daily av­ 
erage of nearly 400' during clear 
weather.

SAN JOSE. Calif. (AP) - An 
all-white jury found, black mili­ 
tant Angela Davis not guilty 
Sunday of murder-kidnap-con- 
spiracy charges and was given 
an ovation of cheers and ap­ 
plause in the courtroom. 
“ Power to the people Power 
to the jury ” shouted defense 
attorney Howard Moore Jr. as 
jurors 
were 
led 
past 
Miss 
Davis’ cheering supporters in 
the courtroom, after announcing' 
their verdict, reached after 13 
hours of deliberation in the 13- 
week-long trial. 
Two 
jurors—a 
22-year-old 
woman and a 69-year-old man— 
were wiping tears from their 
eyes as they left the jury box. 
Miss Davis burst into tears, 
hugged 
her long-time 
friend 
Kendra Alexander seated next 
to 
her, 
then 
went into the 
spectator section and threw her 
arms around her mother, Sal­ 
ive Davis. The tail, slender de­ 
fendant then embraced her fa­ 
ther, brothers and sister. 
The 28-year-old Miss Davis, a 
Communist party member and 
former UCLA philosophy teach­ 
er, had faced for nearly two 
years charges that she plotted 
a 1970 Marin County courthouse 
escape attempt in which four 
died. She had spent 16 months 
in jail while awaiting trial, but 
was freed on bail just before 
the case went to court Feb. 28. 


H APPIEST DAY 
Miss Davis, still tearful with 
joy, told reporters, “ This is the 
happiest day of my life.” 
Asked if she thought she had 
gotten a fair trial, she said, 
“The very fact of an acquittal 
means that there was no fair 
trial because a fair trial would 
have been no trial at all.” 
She said the outcome “shows 
that a peoples’ struggle can be, 
victorious.” 
Of her future plans, Miss 
Davis said she probably would 
remain 
in California.

said, “ I guess 
we’re going to celebrate some,

Six Persons Shot, One Killed 
By New Jersey Sniper in Car 


ELIZABETH, N.J. (AP) - 
Six persons were shot, one fa­ 
tally, by a sniper who roamed 
the streets in an auto during 
the early morning hours Sun­ 
day, police said. 
Á IT-year-old boy 'was killed 
and the five others hospitalized. 
Police said the first shooting 
occurred 
on

Street, in the city’s business 
district, when a shot fired from

SHOT IN CHEST 
Two of the victims, Bernard, 
Austin, 24. of Newark, and Jim ­ 
my Lawrence, 36, of Elizabeth, 
were on the danger list at

Each had been, shot once in the 
chest. 
The three others were Kath­ 
leen Davis, 19, of Linden, and 
Jerry Graves and Frank Dan­ 
iels, both of Elizabeth. Miss 
Davis was shot twice in the 
legs. Graves was hit in the 
chest and Daniels was wounded 
in the back. 
“ This is the first time we’ve 
ever had anything like this,”

He said the victims were shot 
with a sina 11-caliber pistol, a

NO DESCRIPTION

cal description of the sniper. 
“ We don’t know whether he’s 
white or black,” the mayor 
said. “ He could be a nut or a 
guy with a grudge or a drunk 
on a shooting spree or a dozen 
other things.”

On the day the House Select Commit­ 
tee on Crime in Washington was receiving 
testimony that in a dozen races at New 
Jersey tracks in the last 18 months good 
horses were entered under the names of 
inferior nags, the State Racing Commis­ 
sion announced receipt of an application 
for a new track. Perhaps the new track 
will take better precautions to insure 
that, say, a chestnut gelding is all of that 
and not some masquerading chestnut. 
Substitution of faster horses for lead­ 
footed ones was accomplished, the com­ 
mittee learned, through the use of false 
foal registration certificates, a new gim­ 


mick from the apparently bottomless bar­ 
rel of ingenious schemes available to or­ 
ganized crime, which appears to be in­ 
volved. 
Investigations are going on, and it can 
only be hoped that the perpetrators of 
these frauds are brought to book before 
bettors are brought to the slough of des­ 
pond.Meantime, it is interesting that substi­ 
tuted horses won only 14 of 41 races in 
which they were entered. Which may go 
to prove that horses, who are smart 
enough not to bet on people, are more 
honest than some of their handlers. 
Detection 


Measurement tests conducted by the 
United States and Britain from electronic 
listening posts around the world have pin­ 
pointed with great accuracy not only the 
surface side of an earthquake, but the 
depth of the shock waves. 
The latter identification is important 
because one of the differences between 
shock waves emitted by nuclear explo­ 
sions is the relative depth of each. 
Shock waves originating 50 or 100 
miles below the earth's surface obviously 
were not man-made. 
Men have frequently noticed the un­ 
canny warning which causes animal life 
to flee an earthquake site before the 
tremors are felt by man. Science is not 
far from developing a use for the electron 
tube which will give man the same sixth 
sense. 
Scientific progress of this sort fre­ 
quently goes unheralded, so commonplace 
are major achievements thesq days, but it 
is the sort of modest advance which 
makes great leaps possible in the future. 


Some scientists who originally ex­ 
pressed disappointment that the nuclear 
test ban treaty permitted underground 
testing are today rejoicing that the ban 
was not total. Reversal of their attitude 
was due to two factors. 
First is the realization that the under­ 
ground testing which has been conducted 
since adoption of the treaty by the United 
States and the Soviet Union has not added 
appreciable amounts of radiation to the 
atmosphere. It has proved to be the safe 
method of nuclear testing proponents of 
underground explosions contended it was. 
More impressive, perhaps, to the sci­ 
entific mind is the data gained to en­ 
hance the science of measurement of 
earth movements by using the under­ 
ground tests as examples. 
Research in this field is aimed not only 
at developming foolproof measuring de­ 
vices for detection and location of nu­ 
clear explosions, but at anticipating 
earthquakes by detecting early move­ 
ments within the earth.

the number of cases of goiter 
was markedly reduced. 
In many instances, goiters are 
removed because they are 
cosmetically 
unattractive. 
Sometimes they interfere with 
the proper activity of the 
thyroid gland itself, and must 
therefore be removed. 
There are now many exact 
studies of the blood, and tests 
with radioactive isotopes, that 
can determine the activity of 
the thyroid gland. 
If you are concerned about 
your thyroid gland, and the 
possibility of acquiring a goiter 
in later life, vou should have 
a complete checkup by your 
phvsician. This will give you the 
added assurance you need. 


L E S T E R L. CO LEM AN 
Both my mother and my sister 
have had goiters of the neck 
that necessitated surgery.

Dear M iss M.: 
A goiter is an enlargement 
of the thyroid gland which lies 
in the lower portion of the neck. 
The thyroid gland has a loSe 
on each side of the neck, joined 
together by a band of tissue 
known as the “isthmus.” These 
enlargements of the thyroid 
g l a n d 
are 
rarely 
ever 
malignant, or cancerous. 
There is no hereditary basis 
for these enlargements, The 
reason they may occur in 
families has to do 
with 
geography. All members of a 
family drink the same water, 
which usually is deficient in the 
chemical iodine. 
Many inland areas in the 
United States and in Europe 
have such a deficiency, and 
consequently, the frequency of 
goiters is increased. For this 
reason iodized salt is increased 
in the diet. 
In some instances, iodine is 
added to reservoirs. When this

In his campaign Gov. Milton

promised that

the review of management to

And it is, essentially,, when you, 
realize it, an agreement bet­ 
ween the two most powerful 
forces on earth — who lave 
been engaged in cold and hot 
war since 
shortly after the 
enormous shooting war in which 
they were allies for a few years, 
and defeated the villain Adolf 
Hitler. 
It is better for the leads of 
great powers to sit down and 
earnestly try to resolve their 
almost diametrical differences. 
T h e 
only 
alternative 
is 
horrendous, conflict,, and. that .is 
unthinkable in an. age of ther­ 
monuclear weapons. 
Still one would selfishly wish 
for 
more 
in 
a. communique 
composed at the summit. 
A lot of Americans must have 
longed for some more positive 
resolution when, the two great 
powers got around to talking 
about Vietnam. After all. they 
had to figure, the Soviet Union 
and the United! States readily 
agreed to engage in more trade, 
fly together into the wastes of 
space, stop the dam’ nonsense 
of playing “chicken” on the

That was because each year 
he has 'been in office real estate 
taxes have been raised by one

LA'S SCHAUS SHIFTS TO PURDUE 


LOS AN G ELES—*Unlike Amos Alonzo Stagg, Jack 
Kent Cooke never feared Purdue. 
■As proprietor of the world champion Los Angeles 
Lakers, Cooke had built his team mostly with the ad­ 
vice of Fred Schaus, who resigned as coach in 1967 
to assume the job of general manager. 
At the ticket office, the Lakers have been spec­ 
tacularly successful, resulting in handsome pay for 
Schaus. 
The figure hurled about was $50.000, but there was 
reason to believe it was much more. 
Like all the smarter sports operators today, Cooke 
will not discuss salaries.

QUESTION: What makes the combination of sleeping 
pills and alcohol so dangerous? 
ANSWER: The sleeping pills most commonly abused are 
barbiturates, a group of drugs that cause a slowing down 
of the central nervous system. In cases of barbiturate over­ 
dose. the system, may slow to the point where breathing 
ceases and death results. 
Although chemically different from barbiturates, alcohol 
is also a central nervous system depressant. With alcohol, 
though, a person can become high at the same time that 
he is being sedated. This euphoric effect is one reason why 
people may choose to use alcohol even while they are already 
taking barbiturates. 
The combination of alcohol and barbiturates is governed 
by something called the Multiplier Effect. When taken to­ 
gether, one substance actually multiplies the effects of the 
other—and vice versa. Let’s use an example: if you take 
eight sleeping pills and later on take eight more sleeping 
pills, you will feel the effects of 16 sleeping pills. Take eight 
sleeping pills and eight shots of liquor, though, and you may 
find yourself experiencing the effects of 64 depressant doses. 
' That’s scary—and dangerous. 
Given the above information, it's not hard to see why 
the combination of alcohol and sleeping pills is a very com­ 
mon cause of death. For some reason, the public most 
often becomes aware of this when the deceased is a member 
of the entertainment world. 
Although Judy Garland is perhaps the most famous 
victim of the alcohol-barbiturate combination, her death did 
not result from taking the two substances simultaneously. 
An autopsy revealed that a high level of barbiturates had 
accumulated in her liver and these, when combined with 
a night of heavy drinking, brought about her death. Despite 
the time lag. the multiplier effect of the alcohol working 
with the barbiturates caused her breathing to slow to a 
point where it ceased completely.
